Dealers are 
almost 100 per cent in accord with 
that thought and make little or 


no allowance for them when pur- 
stamps 


chasing coillecions' of 
which contain covers, They have 
a definite philatelic value which 


is more on the sentimental tha® 


practical side. 

However, my attention has been 
called to the advertising of the 
Collector’s Surplus of Kansas 
City, Mo., who specialize in cov- 
ers of stamps as they are issued 
and who go in for every concéiv- 
able variety of stamp on the cov- 
er. Their advertising is beautiful- 
ly written utilizing the most glow- 
ing adjectives in the dictionary. 
In fact it is so well written that 
I imagine a great many new col- 
lectors would be inclined to spend 
too much money for a lot of cov- 
ers which I doubt have more 
than sentimental value. For in- 
stance, 
memoratives of the three cent 
variety sent plain mail,’ air mail, 
‘special delivery and a combina- 
tion of the last two for four dol- 
lars and twenty five cents on 
special cachets and claim that if 
you expect to win Exhibition rib- 
bons you are going to have to add 
these covers to your collection.

“Are 
they scientific?” Next, “Are they 
technically important?” And fin- 
ally, “Are they of exclusive mat- 
erial, i. e., limited in quanity?” 
The advertising answers in the 
affirmative, of course, but I’d 
like to know how they are scien- 
tific, technically important and 
exclusive? The words “scientific” 
and “technically important’ are 
so much double-talk and as far 
as “exclusive” is concerned, I see 
no limitations put on the number 


of sets this firm will service. 
They issue four covers of five 
five cent stamps sent plain, air, 


special, and air special containing 
25 five cent stamps, two airs, 
two specials, four envelopes and 
inevitable certificate, face 
| value $1.61 for a mere $7.75. 
|They are also to. service five 
'general varieties of electric eye 
jprinted stamps in a_e series of 
Combinations of two sets for $32.- 
50 which contain an actual face 
value in postage stamps of $3.95 
for $15.05. 

I have no quarrel with Collect- 
or’s Surplus of Kansas City. I 
quarrel with collectors who make 
suckers of themselves by buying 
such material and allowing them- 
selves to be sold on the fact that 
they have a valuable addition to 
their collection. I want to know 
why any collector who buys and 
pays for covers needs a certificate 
of ownership or needs his covers 
registered? Registered where and 
with whom? Registered with a 
firm who may go out of business 
through any of the natural caus- 
es that cause a firm to go out of 
business? Supposing you pay a 
nickel each for registering forty 
five covers, and the firm goes 
out ‘of business, it is destroyed 
by fire, earthquake or tornado, 
or the owner dies. Then what? 
When will collectors wake up? 

Certainly I believe any firm 
who _ services covers is entitled 
to a_ profit for their labor and I 
don’t mind paying anywhere from 
25 to thirty five cents for a first 
day cover, but when it starts to 
run into $32.50 I think it’s time 
to bring to the attention of collec- 
tors that someone is trying to 
make a sucker out of you. Collect 
covers, certainly, but do it sen- 
sibly. I resent, and hope you a- 
gree that philatelists do not need 
to be told to get modern by ord- 
ering $32.50 worth of covers, nor 
that we believe selling $32.50 
worth of covers can be consid- 
ered “liberal trade practices” and 
when any firm advertises “You 
can join the Philatelic Roll of 
Honer and passing them on to 
the next Philatelic generation”. 
What, and have the next genera- 
tion think we were the worlds 
biggest saps? What surprises me 
most is that The American Phil- 
atelist, house organ of APS permits

the bill for the thousands of 
covers which always go out of 
the first day cities on these oc- 
casions. 

The design is as illustrated on 
page one. The value will be 
three cents, undoubtedly some 
more of the purple ink which the 
Department must have in abun- 
dance. First day of issue will 
be at both New York City and 
Hollywood, what we might call a 
Double Feature Preview. 

Collectors can send up to ten 
covers to the Postmaster at eith- 
er city with a remittance in coin, 
currency or Money Order to pay 
for the stamps to be attached. 

The advertising in this issue 
from Dealers who will supply 
the stamps is but a small amount 
of such offers that would have 
been made, had there been time 
for the dealers to make _  an- 
nouncement. 

For some months past there has 
been an increasing demand for 
a stamp to Honor the Red Cross 
or the Blood Plasma Donors. In 
the same circular as that which 
announces this new Motion Pic- 
ture stamp we also find that “Mr. 
Walker said that for some time 
the Department has been consid- 
ering the issuance of a Red Cross 
Blood Plasma stamp. An _ an- 
nouncement regarding this pro- 
posal will be made in the near 
future.” 

It is reasonable to believe that 
the above statement means that 
such a stamp will be _ issued. 
Dealers should take the chance 
and prepare illustrations and de- 
signs for covers for this probable 
stamp. We would also suggest 
that they prepare advertising 
copy, send it to their publishers, 
with instructions to hold for tele- 
graphed order for insertion. It 
may also be a “quickie”, we often 
wonder why it must be done that 
way.

According to a letter from Vic~ 
tor Rohwedder, a soldier now in 
Belgium and addressed to Pat 
Herst of New York, the soldiers 
are up against the same difficul- 
ties that always confront travel- 
ers abroad even in peace times 
and that is the conversion of 
their available currency — into 
money of the country in which 
they are in so that they can spend 

oney. 
a Rohwedder wanted to make 
a small remittance to Mr. Herst 
and advised him by letter that as 

as he could exchange his 
AMGOT currency into Belgian 
currency and then with that buy 
a Money Order, he could make the 
remittance. Might take a day or 
two to make the transaction. 

It should be understood that our 
soldiers are paid in the AMGOT 
currency. (Allied Military Gov- 
ernment) currency, which is car- 
ried with the army. To spend this 
money in the countries in which 
they are in, that is among the 
civilian population or at local

IS IT MILWAUKEE OR “MILK WAUKEE” 


At least, information is at hand that the Milwaukee boys came 
through the last convention with a profit of several hundred dollars, 
We have always maintained that events of this nature should never 
be run for profit. We do not believe in taxing those people who 
contribute the most to making any convention successful and in our 
mind what makes most conventions successful, if successful, is the 
bourse and the exhibition. Without these two features, most con- 
ventions would fall flat in so far as attracting visitors is concerned 
and that is what the bourse and the exhibition does. We object to 
any convention being run in a manner that taxes these people for 
more money than is necessary to meet the legitimate expenses. 


Perhaps one way to avoid this thing happening in the future 
would be to add to the by-laws of the Society a ruling to the effect 
that no branch shall be permitted to profit from a convention. Under 
such a ruling, matters could be conducted as in the past, prices 
charged at the rate of all the traffic would bear, but with a stipula- 
tion that any surplus remaining after expenses are paid shall be 
pu. in a fund for the Society. This fund could be used to make up 
deficits if such occur at future conventions, the fund being limited 
to a certain amount, after which any excess over that amount would 
be transferred to the general fund’ of the Society.

From 
what I have received myself and 
from word received from others, 
I imagine the European conflict

PHILIPPINE STAMP 
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readily located. I found one in 
a large atlas of the islands, pub- 
lished by the U. S. Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, in 1900. The 
majority ofthe maps in the book 
were compiled by the Jesuit Ob- 
servatory at Manila. They were 
the most accurate ones of the is- 
lands then in existence and were 
purchased by the U. S. govern- 
ment in 18939. 

The map in question is a sec- 
tion of Luzon showing Manila 
Bay. The bay is on the west 
coast of Luzon. It is about twen- 
ty by thirty miles in size, and is 
enclosed on the west, from the 
north, by the Bataan peninsula. 
The entrance to the bay is about 
twleve miles wide, or twenty 
kilometers. Corregidor com- 
mands this channel and it is lo- 
cated about four miles from the 
tip of Bataan. 

The accompanying sketch was 
reproduced from the map of the 
Manila Bay area, made by the 
Jesuit Observatory, and the is- 
land being at Manila’s front door 
it should be accurate as to shape. 
The two islets off the west coast 
of Corregidor are named Hora- 
dada and St. Amalia respective- 
ly and the one to the south is 
Pulo Caballo. The dotted lines 
may indicate either a coral reef 
or shallow water. The compass 
points were added to denote the 
position of the island. 

Corregidor will be back in the 
news headlines the coming year. 
And the recapture of the island 
would give the stamp popularity 
and publicity in greater measure 
than it has now.
